Two shootings 
outside the 
club in 2015 

Edmonton Police are looking to 
close Club XO, a popular down¬ 
town nightclub, after two shoot¬ 
ings erupted outside its doors 
this year, including one just 
last weekend. 

Gunshots rang out near the 
club early last Saturday mor¬ 
ning, and three people ended 
up in hospital. 

Police spokeswoman Anna 
Batchelor said that prompted 
police to attempt to push for 
the club’s temporaiy closure. 

“Immediately following the 
incident, the Edmonton Police 
Service made an application 
to the city for an emergency 
business licence suspension 
to be placed on the nightclub,” 
Batchelor said. 

The City of Edmonton con¬ 
trols business licences, and 
spokeswoman Chrystal Cole¬ 


man confirmed to Metro the 
city issued a 14-day suspension 
of the club’s licence, starting 
on May 23. She said there is 
an investigation ongoing and 
the club could face a perma¬ 
nent closure. 

Saturday’s shooting was the 
second this year, with another 
incident in March where shots 
were fired, but nobody was hurt. 

Candice McEachren, who 
lives nearby, is glad something 
is finally being done, saying it’s 
not unusual to find large groups 
of intoxicated people outside 
after the club closes, fighting, 
vandalizing property and inter¬ 
fering with traffic. 

She hopes the closure is 
permanent and that a better 
tenant takes over the space. 

“One (shooting) was too 
many,” she said. “I am not sure 
how it was allowed to happen 
a second time.” 

Metro attempted to contact 
the club on Thursday, but the 
phone was disconnected and an 
email was not returned.

Chuck Laban makes porn, but 
it’s not the kind you think. 

The Edmonton person (who 
prefers “they” to a gendered, 
singular pronoun) is one part 
of Prairie Oyster Entertain¬ 
ment and Education — a col¬ 
lective that creates a queer 
alternative to traditional porn, 
featuring people of all shapes, 
sizes, colours, genders and 
more. 

“We’re trying to change the 
landscape of porn and give 
people a voice in the prairies 
that don’t necessarily have a 
choice,” Laban said. 

A big part of Prairie Oyster’s 
work is an emphasis on educa¬ 
tion, where consent is key and 
oppression is not welcome. 

“We want people, people 
that are more marginalized, 
(like) queer people, people of

and very mainstream attract¬ 
ive people." 

Feminist 

According to Laban, this type 
of porn focuses on the ethic¬ 
al payment of staff, including 


performers and crew. Con¬ 
sent also plays a big role in 
this type, Laban said, but this 
form of porn can sometimes 
look like mainstream porn. 

Queer 

Laban said it combines the 
two streams and emphasizes 
consent and safer-sex bar¬ 
riers. "It's not just the money 
aspect, it's who you're repre¬ 
senting. How you're coming 
across. Are you being anti- 
oppressive? Are you margin¬ 
alizing people more through 
this work?"

Blatchford 
is off to a 
good start

The Blatchford development is 
off to a good start after the first 
bill came in more than $700,000 
under budget. 

Remediation work on the first 
portion being opened up for de¬ 
velopment came in at $292,738, 
well under the $1 million the city 
had budget for the work. 

The development’s executive 
director Mark Hall said the sav¬ 
ings show the fears of an environ¬ 
mental catastrophe on the site 
were unfounded. 

“Our testing was veiy accur¬ 
ate in terms of what we would 
find and where we would find 
it,” he said. 

Hall said they did find some 
fuel spills on the site and 3,200 
tonnes of contaminated soil were 
taken away. The six buildings 
that were taken down from the 
site also exceed the city’s expecta¬ 
tions, with 90 per cent of the 
construction material diverted 
from the landfill. 

“Over 14,000 tonnes of ma¬ 
terial didn’t go to the landfill 
and was re-used or recycled,” 
said Hall. 

Concrete and asphalt from 
the former runways is also being 
stockpiled on the site for reuse 
in the communities new roads. 

Hall said despite the early suc¬ 
cess they’re not ready to open the 
champagne just yet. “We’re happy 
with what happened on the first 
20 per cent of the buildings.” 

Hall said the city is still on 
track to see the first houses go 
up in Blatchford in 2016.

Each new student that heads to 
school in Alberta this fall will 
have new dollars attached to 
them, Premier Rachel Notley 
told media Thursday. 

At a press conference in Cal¬ 
gary, Notley announced the 
government would re-inject 
$103 million into education 
funding, after spending for 
vulnerable students and enrol¬ 
ment growth was slashed in the 
former PC government’s spring 
austerity budget. 

In Edmonton, both the pub¬ 
lic and Catholic school boards 
expect to see enrolment jump 
by at least three per cent this 
September. 

Combined, the extra students 
and the austerity budget meant 
boards were forced to cut spend¬ 
ing from other programs and 
mitigate the cash towards the 
new enrolment. But, thanks to 
the latest announcement, boards 
will now have the dollars to fund 
each new student who enters 
its schools. 

“This is one of our most im¬ 
portant election commitments 
and I’m pleased we were able to 


keep it,” Notley said. She added 
that a review of provincial fi¬ 
nances preceded the decision. 

The announcement came 
just as school boards prepared 
their budget for the upcoming 
school year. 

And Edmonton Public School 
Board chair Michael Janz said 
the province’s announcement 
was reassuring. 

“When it comes to funding 
education, math maybe difficult 
but funding education growth 
shouldn’t be,” he said. “We have 
more students. We need more 
teachers.” 

Janz said before the fund¬ 
ing was restored, the school 


board was facing approximately 
$17 million funding shortfall 
as 2,700 new students to enter 
the district. 

Edmonton Catholic School 
chair Debbie Engel credited the 
adjustment to all of the lobby¬ 
ing Alberta boards did leading 
up to the election. 

On Tuesday, the board ap¬ 
proved an interim budget that 
had anticipated only funding for 
enrolment would be restored. As 
for the extra dollars for vulner¬ 
able children, Engel said it’s good 
news when a board has more 
money than they budgeted for. 

“It’s always easier to add than 
subtract,” Engel said.

After cyclist Tim Bulger start¬ 
ed counting how many bikes 
parked at a bike rack using 
a smartphone app — which 
Metro reported on earlier this 
month — something changed. 

Not only is Bulger finding a 
way to make an argument for 
more bike racks, he’s shifting 
how the city sees data gathered 
by its own residents. 

In short, the city is thinking 
about accepting it and using it. 

“It’s definitely something 
we’re interested in and want 
to be a part of,” said Jackie Or¬ 
tiz, spokeswoman for the city’s 
open-data sector, of crowd- 
sourced data. 

Bulger’s dataset spanned 
more than six months. Now, 
city officials are working with 
him and potentially others to 
collect information. 

It’s part of the Open City 
initiative. 

Within the next two weeks, 
administration will decide how 
the city will accept or incentiv- 
ize crowd-sourced data. 

It’s a move some local techies 
are welcoming with open arms. 

Lydia Zvyagintseva, co-found¬ 
er of resident-led tech group 
Open Edmonton, says many 
residents already have an in¬ 
terest in data, as evidenced by 
events like HaclcYEG, where 
enthusiasts experiment with 
open datasets. 

But Zvyagintseva says now 
that the city is open to ac¬ 
cepting user-generated data, 
there’s a huge incentive for 
new data to be collected — 
without the city needing to 
be behind it. 

“I think that as more of these 
initiatives are put forward, the 
more we become sophisticated 
and literate in the data sense,” 
she said.

Bus drivers, like many employ¬ 
ees who work shifts, have diffi¬ 
culty finding child care, and in 
the past this might have been 
a problem the employee would 
just have to accept. 


But now, as competition for 
talent in Alberta remains hot, 
employers are tailoring servi¬ 
ces at the workplace to attract 
workers with extra needs. 

Take the City of Edmonton: 
Its bus drivers are getting a new 
transit garage on Fort Road with 
a daycare in it. And the city’s 
examining rolling out daycares 
at many of its other offices. 


Indeed, council discussed the 
idea earlier this week and it will 
come back for review in the fall. 

“I think it’s an opportunity 
for the city to show leadership. 
We have to demonstrate by do¬ 
ing that ourselves and it’s a step 
in that direction. We want to 
encourage other businesses to 
do it as well,” said Coun. Bev 
Esslinger. 


Other companies are follow¬ 
ing the trend of giving their 
employees more of what they 
want and need. 

Consider Edmonton’s Granify, 
a company that uses data to 
track customer patterns for 
online retailers. Its workspace 
perks for employees include bi¬ 
weekly massages, catered lunch¬ 
es three times a week and pro¬ 
fessional house cleaners sent to 
employees’ houses. 

“We want to make it as awe¬ 
some as possible,” said Brady 
Cassidy, director of growth with 
the company. 

Employees in Alberta are de¬ 
manding something more from 
their workplace, said Janice Mac- 


Pherson of the National Human 
Resources Association branch 
in Calgaiy. 

“There’s five generations of 
the workplace now and they 
all have completely different 
viewpoints of what constitutes 
a benefit or what a job should 
be. For Gen X, they’re the ones 
getting sandwiched between 
elderly parents and children,” 
she said. 

Flexible hours or working 
from a remote location are 
becoming trends, added Mac- 
Pherson. 

“Everything runs together in 
life now. It’s no longer a work- 
life balance, it’s about balancing 
life,” she said.

Toronto condo 
developer says 
more projects 
will follow

Toronto developer Brad Lamb is 
bringing another tall tower to 
Edmonton’s downtown. 

Lamb, who has been dubbed 
Toronto’s “condo king” and had 
his own HGTV show, launched 
his first Edmonton condomin¬ 
ium project with Jasper House 
last year. 

Metro confirmed Thursday 
in an exclusive interview that 
Lamb has now started circulat¬ 
ing plans for a new 40-storey 
tower. 

The tower, to be named 
North, will be situated on the 
northeast corner of 106 Street 
and 103 Avenue and will include 
a five-storey retail podium. 

Lamb said the building will 
have the same architect as the 
Jasper House project and will 
include a courtyard area. 

“It’s sort of like an art park 
that is really just for the resi¬ 
dents,” he said, from Toronto. 

Some of the building’s top 
floors will also be offset. 

“It looks like the building 
kind of got hit and the top of 
the building slid over,” he said. 

Lamb said sales of his first 
tower, Jasper House, located 
a few blocks south, are going 
well but admits the downturn 


in Alberta’s economy was not 
a welcome development. 

He said they always hope 
for the best when they launch 
a new project, but don’t plan 
for it. 

“We always anticipate in our 
financing and sales program 
that something is going to hap¬ 
pen to knock us off our blue-sky 


expectations,” he said. 

He said none of the recent 
developments have changed 
his overall outlook on the city 
and he said these two projects 
won’t be his last. 

“We’re going to buy more 
property in Edmonton over the 
next few years and we’re going 
to do more developments.”

Grade 12 student Broolclynn 
Trimble sees teens smoking 
menthol cigarettes and chew¬ 
ing tobacco eveiy day. 

“Kids use menthol because 
it tastes better, but tobacco 
shouldn’t taste good. It makes 
kids feel like they’re not smok¬ 
ing at all, and it opens the door 
to addiction,” she said. 

The 17-year-old student 
joined other learners and lo¬ 
cal health groups at the legis¬ 
lature Thursday to urge the 
Notley government to include 
menthol products as part of 
new regulations (taking effect 
June 1), that ban all flavoured 
tobacco — other than menthol. 

“The new regulations are 
fatally flawed, since they do 
not apply to the most popu¬ 
lar flavoured tobacco product 


among youth,” said Angeline 
Webb of the Canadian Cancer 
Society, Alberta/NWT Division. 

Les Hagen, executive direc¬ 
tor of Action on Smoking & 
Health, called for the govern¬ 
ment to “close the loophole. 
Menthol is a starter product 


that helps set the hook for 
youth.” 

While Alberta was the first 
province to pass legislation 
banning all flavoured tobacco 
products in 2013, the Pren¬ 
tice government exempted 
menthol. 


Nova Scotia, Quebec and 
Ontario have since introduced 
similar legislation but includ¬ 
ed menthol tobacco, and Al¬ 
berta advocates are optimistic 
that Notley (who previously 
supported a ban on menthol) 
will amend the province’s new 


regulations now that she is 
in power. 

“The menthol exemption 
can be easily removed in one 
cabinet meeting. We urge the 
Notley government to give Al¬ 
berta youth the protection they 
deserve,” said Hagen. 


Q BACKGROUND 

Store owners unhappy 
over possible ban 

A group that represents 
Alberta convenience store 
owners is unhappy over 
indications the province 
will ban the sale of men¬ 
thol-flavoured tobacco. 

The Western Conven¬ 
ience Stores Association 
said Thursday that lobby¬ 
ists for health organiza¬ 
tions are trying to shame 
the new NDP government 
into making it impossible 
for adults to buy menthol 
cigarettes. 

Association president 
Andrew Klukas said a 
ban would hurt the bot¬ 
tom line of stores, cost 
the government tax rev¬ 
enue and drive the sale of 
menthol tobacco under¬ 
ground. 

"Making the sale of all 
flavoured products like 
menthol cigarettes illegal 
will predominantly impact 
adults who will no longer 
be able to buy the prod¬ 
ucts they have used re¬ 
sponsibly and enjoyed for 
many years" Klukas said. 
The Alberta NDP has been 
in favour of a menthol 
ban.

City’s new 
tech scene 
insulated from 
economic chill

If it’s true that every cloud has 
a silver lining, then Alberta’s 
ailing oil sector is the cloud 
and Edmonton’s tech start-ups 
are the silver lining. 

A new report from the Con¬ 
ference Board of Canada says 
Alberta’s performance will be 
“underwhelming this year and 
next, with an economy headed 
into a tailspin and an unavoid¬ 
able recession.” 

But it’s quite the opposite 


at the tech start-up Jobber’s 
new 9,000-square-foot mod¬ 
ern digs in the historic brick 
space of the Jasper Block, on 
Jasper Avenue. 

“A recession has almost the 
reverse effect on us. We oper¬ 
ate globally, so we’re insulated 
from local economic issues,” 
said Jobber co-founder Sam Pil¬ 
lar. “We’ve doubled the size of 
our company in the last year, 
and we’ll probably double 
again next year.” 

Now with a team of some 
30 staff, Pillar and co-founder 
Forrest Zeisler have found in¬ 
credible success since the pair’s 
‘coffee-shop hopping for office 
space’ days in 2011. 

Jobber provides mobile ser¬ 
vice businesses — landscapers, 
cleaning services, electricians, 
plumbers — with software to 
manage scheduling, invoices 
and other tasks in the field. 


The company has clients in 
the U.S., U.K., Australia, New 
Zealand and 27 other countries. 

“The new generation of soft¬ 
ware companies can be any¬ 
where, but Edmonton has a 
burgeoning tech community, 
with raw talent coming out 


of the U of A and NAIT,” said 
Pillar, who points to Startup 
Edmonton as a key to mentor¬ 
ship, support and connections. 

“If you’re starting a tech 
company in Edmonton today, 
and you don’t know about Star¬ 
tup Edmonton, you’re doing 


it wrong.” 

While tech startups in Cal¬ 
gary tend to cluster around oil 
and gas services, in Edmonton, 
the industiy is far more diverse 
and creative. 

Colin Bramm, co-founder 
of Showbie, which creates a

teacher/student marking and 
homework app, is in a similar 
place to Jobber, with world¬ 
wide customers, key ties to 
Silicon Valley and growing 
accolades. 

“Edmonton is a great place 
to grow a company, and Star¬ 
tup Edmonton is critical to 
the early phase — it’s the gel 
that holds things together 
when you’re in a fragile state,” 
Bramm said.

Embrace diversity, 
top judge urges

Canada’s top judge decried the 
legacy of “assimilation” poli¬ 
cies on aboriginal people in a 
speech on the public value of 
diversity, and called for “inclu¬ 
sive” leaders in “all our institu¬ 
tions, religious and secular” to 
promote tolerance. 

Beverley McLachlin, the chief 
justice of the Supreme Court 
of Canada, delivered the wide- 
ranging keynote speech Thurs¬ 
day at the Global Centre for 
Pluralism, a non-profit centre 
founded by the Aga Khan and 
the Canadian government. 

It comes on the eve of a his¬ 
toric report into Canada’s rela¬ 
tionship with aboriginal people. 

It also comes as the limits 
of public tolerance are tested 
by national security threats 
made by Islamist fundamen¬ 


talists, and political vows of 
“zero-tolerance” toward per¬ 
ceived threats. But McLachlin 
argued tolerance, within limits, 
“is the only way forward,” say¬ 
ing the Canadian government’s 
19th-century assimilation poli¬ 
cies toward aboriginal people 
would today be called “cultural 


genocide.” 

“.. .The legacy of intolerance 
lives on in the lives of First Na¬ 
tion people and their children 
— a legacy of too much poverty, 
too little education, and over¬ 
representation of aboriginal 
people in our courts,” she said.

Russia slams Canada for 
war criminal's final escape 

The Russian Embassy 
in Ottawa ripped into 
the federal government 
Thursday after news 
emerged that a longtime 
Canadian resident who 
was No. 2 on the Simon 
Wiesenthal Center's list 
of most-wanted Nazi war 
criminals had died. 

Vladimir Katriuk, 93, 
had been ill for a long 
time before his recent 
death, lawyer Orest 
Rudzik said in an inter¬ 
view. 

"I think it was last Fri¬ 
day," Rudzik said from 
Oakville, Ont. "It was a 
stroke or something do 
with a stroke." 

Katriuk, a native of 
Ukraine who had been an 
avid beekeeper for years 
in Ormstown, Que., was 
at the heart of allega¬ 
tions he participated in a 
village massacre in 1943 
in what is now known as 
Belarus. 

An official with the 
Russian Embassy said 
Katriuk's death makes it 
impossible, "unfortunate¬ 
ly," for him to face jus¬ 
tice.

PARLIAMENT 

MPs grapple with 
voting against belief 


MPs will begin to grapple later 
Thursday with an issue that’s 
sure to become a hallmark of 
the next Parliament: What does 
one do if a piece of legislation 
flies in the face of their funda¬ 
mental beliefs? 

A Conservative private mem¬ 
ber’s motion that would al¬ 
low members of Parliament 
to vote freely on matters of 
conscience is due to come up 
for debate in the House of Com¬ 
mons. Motions aren’t binding 
on government, but the debate 
underscores that 
MPs are already 
laying the polit¬ 
ical groundwork 
to deal with the 
landmark Su¬ 
preme Court 
decision earlier 
this year on phys¬ 
ician-assisted sui¬ 
cide. 

“There are 
issues of con¬ 
science, Supreme Court of Can¬ 
ada decisions, that deal with 
matters that are difficult and 
people have differences of views 
and differences of opinions on 
that,” said Conservative MP Ed 
Komarnicki, who introduced

the motion. 

Justice Minister Peter MacKay 
has begun informal consulta¬ 
tions on what the legislation 
ought to look like and has re¬ 
peatedly said a more formal pro¬ 
cess would be announced soon. 

In February, the top court 
struck down the criminal ban 
on assisted suicide, giving the 
federal government a year to 
draft new laws. The court deci¬ 
sion provoked sharp reactions 
on Parliament Hill. 

Many MPs showed up at 
the annual 
March for Life 
on Parliament 
Hill, whose anti¬ 
abortion theme 
was expanded 
this year to in¬ 
clude protecting 
“all human life 
from the time 
of conception to 
natural death.” 

Those bills 
likely won’t pass before Par¬ 
liament rises for the summer 
and is subsequently dissolved 
for the fall election campaign. 

It’s equally likely that MPs 
never get to vote on Komarni- 
cki’s motion, the Canadian press

Unreleased 
video clips 
taken before 
shots fired 

As calmly as Michael Zehaf Bi¬ 
beau laid out the reasons for 
his fateful attack on Parliament 
Hill last October, he exhorted 
others to carry out similar at¬ 
tacks, say sources familiar with 
the unreleased portion of his 
final video manifesto. 

The missing segments also in¬ 
clude Zehaf Bibeau mentioning 
a number of Middle Eastern 
names, none of which appear to 
be linked to the Oct. 22 rampage. 

The details come from two 
sources who spoke about the 
video on condition of anonymity. 

They say during the missing 
18 seconds, the 32-year-old calls 
on others to carry out attacks 
against countries such as Canada. 

The sources say those named 
in the video do not appear to 
have played a role in Zehaf 


Bibeau’s attack. Zehaf Bibeau 
recorded the video in his car 
moments before the deadly ram¬ 
page, which claimed the fife of 
Cpl. Nathan Cirillo and ended 
his own. 

RCMP commissioner Bob Paul¬ 
son has said investigators had 
“sound operational” reasons for 
keeping the 18-second portion of 
the video secret when the other 
55 seconds were released nearly 
three months ago. 

As to why the RCMP with¬ 
held part of the video, the RCMP 
wanted to ensure there were no 
hidden messages contained in it, 
the sources said. 

In the portion of the video 
already released, Zehaf Bibeau 
says his actions are a response to 
Canada’s militaiy involvement 
in Afghanistan and Iraq. “Can¬ 
ada’s officially become one of our 
enemies by fighting and bombing 
us and creating a lot of terror in 
our countries and killing us and 
killing our innocents.” 

Paulson has said the RCMP 
would release the remaining 
video this week or next.

Banks resist 
responsibility 
for online 
transactions 

Internet gambling is off to a 
slow start in the United States, 
with banks hesitant to handle 
credit card payments for online 
bets and some politicians and 
casino moguls pushing to ban it, 
but there remains potential for 
great growth, participants in a 
major gambling conference said. 

Despite the nascent industry’s 
many challenges, including il¬ 
legal offshore websites that ca¬ 
sinos admit are easier to use, 
gradual improvements are hap¬ 
pening, they said Wednesday. 

Three states offer Internet 
gambling: New Jersey, Delaware 
and Nevada. Other states, includ¬ 
ing California and Pennsylvania, 
are considering doing so. 

New Jersey took in $122 mil¬ 
lion from Internet gambling last 
year; Delaware took in nearly 
$2.1 million and Nevada won 
$8.1 million at poker, the only 
game it offers online, from Feb¬ 


ruary to November of last year, 
when it stopped reporting online 
revenue results. 

Speaking at the East Coast 
Gaming Congress in Atlantic 
City, casino operators, payment 
processors and legislators agreed 


the legalized online gambling in¬ 
dustry is still being held back by 
the refusal of some banks to han¬ 
dle Internet betting transactions, 
and the relatively limited liquid¬ 
ity in games of online poker that 
would be improved by having 


more states join together to in¬ 
crease prize pools. 

“The biggest challenge of 
Internet gambling in the U.S. 
is that this is an industry still 
looked at as having been bom 
out of sin,” said Gil White, 


whose law firm represents 888 
Holdings. “The new world of In¬ 
ternet gambling is clearly regu¬ 
lated and regulatable.” 

When online gambling began 
in 2013, many customers had 
a hard time making deposits 
to fund their accounts because 
banks refused to authorize 
the transactions. That has im¬ 
proved somewhat with new 
transaction codes adopted by 
Visa last month to narrowly rec¬ 
ognize Internet gambling trans¬ 
actions from state-regulated, 
approved sites. That has raised 
Visa acceptance rates for Inter¬ 
net gambling from the 18 to 22 
per cent when it first started to 
about 50 per cent now, said Joe 
Pappano, senior vice-president 
of Vantiv Gaming Solutions, 
which handles electronic trans¬ 
fers for New Jersey online gam¬ 
bling sites. 

Thomas Winter, vice- 
president of online gambling 


for the Golden Nugget Atlantic 
City, also said his casino is see¬ 
ing half of all attempts to fund 
Internet betting accounts using 
Visa cards accepted. 

“It’s improving, but it will 
take time,” he said. 

Raymond Lesniak, a New Jer¬ 
sey state senator who sponsored 
his state’s Internet gambling law, 
was blunt about the biggest chal¬ 
lenge facing online gambling. 

“The biggest problem is Shel¬ 
don Adelson,” he said of the 
Las Vegas Sands chairman, who 
has vowed to spend as much as 
necessary to ban Internet gam¬ 
bling in the U.S. Adelson says 
he fears it will exploit “vulner¬ 
able people” and worries about 
children being able to access 
betting websites. 

Proposed legislation to ban 
Internet gambling is being con¬ 
sidered by Congress but has not 
yet been brought to a vote.

FIFA chief resists 
calls to resign 


ELECTION 

Blatter pledges 
to restore trust 
in soccer body 
amid scandal 

As defiant as ever, Sepp Blat¬ 
ter resisted calls to resign as 
FIFA president Thursday and 
deflected blame for the massive 
bribery and corruption scandal 
engulfing soccer’s world gov¬ 
erning body. 

“We, or I, cannot monitor 
everyone all of the time,” Blat¬ 
ter said in his first public re¬ 
marks on the crisis that has 
farther tainted his leadership 
on the eve of his bid for a fifth 
term as president. 

The 79-year-old Blatter in¬ 
sisted he could restore trust 
in world soccer after a pair 
of corruption investigations 
brought “shame and humilia¬ 
tion” on his organization and 
the world’s most popular sport. 

“We cannot allow the repu¬ 
tation of football and FIFA to

be dragged through the mud 
any longer,” he said. “It has to 
stop here and now.” 

Despite a tide of criticism 
and pressure on him to leave, 
Blatter is moving ahead with 
a presidential election Friday 
that is likely to bring him an¬ 
other four years in office as 
one of the most powerful men 


in sports. 

“The events of yesterday 
have cast a long shadow over 
football,” he said, his voice 
shaky at times, in a speech to 
open FIFA’s two-day congress. 
“There can be no place for cor¬ 
ruption of any kind.” 

Blatter refused to back down 
after European soccer body 
UEFA demanded earlier Thurs¬ 
day that he quit following the 
latest — and most serious — 
allegations to discredit FIFA 
during his 17 years in office. 

“Enough is enough,” UEFA 
President Michel Platini said. 
“People no longer want him 
anymore and I don’t want him 
anymore, either.” 

Blatter, who is expected to 
win Friday’s election against 
Prince Ali bin al-Hussein of 
Jordan, is coming under in¬ 
creasing scrutiny amid U.S. 
and Swiss federal investiga¬ 
tions into high-level corrup¬ 
tion at FIFA.

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INDIA HEAT WAVE 

Monsoons can’t 
come soon enough 


Eating onions, lying in the shade 
and splashing into rivers, Indi¬ 
ans were doing whatever they 
could Thursday to stay cool dur¬ 
ing a brutal heat wave that has 
killed more than 1,400 in the 
past month. 

But some had no choice but to 
venture into the heat. “Either we 
have to work, putting our lives 
under threat, or we go without 
food,” said farmer Narasimha, in 
badly hit Andhra Pradesh state. 

Meteorological officials have 
said the heat would likely last 
several more days — scorching 
crops, killing wildlife and en¬ 
dangering anyone labouring out¬ 


doors. Officials warned people 
to stay out of the sun, cover 
their heads and drink plenty 
of water. Still, poverty forced 
many to work despite the risks. 

Most of the 1,412 heat-relat¬ 
ed deaths so far have occurred 
in Andhra Pradesh and neigh¬ 
bouring Telangana, where tem¬ 
peratures have soared up to 47 
degrees Celsius, according to 
government figures. 

“The rains which have eluded 
us for the last couple of years 
have created serious drought 
conditions,” said state minister 
K.T. Rama Rao in Telangana.

22 people 'may have been 
exposed' to samples 

Human error probably 
was not a factor in the U.S. 
Army's mistaken shipment 
of live anthrax samples to 
numerous U.S. government 
and commercial laborator¬ 
ies in the United States and 
in South Korea, the Army's 
top general said Thursday. 

Gen. Ray Odierno, the 
Army chief of staff, told 
reporters the problem may 
have been a failure in the 
technical process of kill¬ 
ing, or inactivating, anthrax 
samples. The process in this 
case "might not have com¬ 
pletely killed" the samples 
as intended before they 
were shipped, he said. 

U.S. officials at Osan Air 
Base in South Korea said in 
a statement that the anthrax 
bacteria it received for train¬ 
ing purposes "might not be 
an inert training sample as 
expected," and as a result, 
the suspect anthrax was 
destroyed by hazardous 
materials teams Wednes¬ 
day. They said 22 people 
at Osan "may have been 
exposed" to the live anthrax 
and were given precaution¬ 
ary medical treatments, the

Rebates spur saving of water in drought 


There’s a torrent of Califor¬ 
nians taking advantage of 
rebates for ripping out water- 
guzzling lawns during the 
drought, and that’s providing 
a big boost to landscapers. 

In Southern California in 
particular, things are poised 
to get even better for an in¬ 
dustry that was battered by 
the recession and slow to re¬ 
cover. This week, the board 
of the Metropolitan Water 
District of Southern Califor¬ 
nia voted to replenish its turf 


removal and other water con¬ 
servation programs with $350 
million to meet booming de¬ 
mand. 

In communities across the 
state, homeowners are swap¬ 
ping out traditional lawns for 
drought-tolerant plants and 
shrubs, changing the look of 
many yards and the business 
outlook for landscaping and 
nurseries. 

“Where rebates exist, in¬ 
terest is high,” said Sandra 
Giarde, executive director of 


the 2,000-member California 
Landscape Contractors As¬ 
sociation. 

The Metropolitan Water 
District says it has seen 
monthly rebate applications 
increase 20-fold since April, 
when Gov. Jerry Brown im¬ 
posed mandatory water cuts. 
The agency currently has re¬ 
quests involving the conver¬ 
sion of about 60,000 front 
yards. 

In Northern California, the 
Santa Clara County Water 


District issued rebates for 
the conversion of 1.2 mil¬ 
lion square feet of lawn in 
the first four months of the 
year, more than all of 2014. 

Under rebate programs, 
homeowners get money after 
they replace their lawns with 
drought-tolerant landscap¬ 
ing, or in some cases, artifi¬ 
cial turf. Some go way over 
budget, adding odds and ends. 
Still, others make more thrifty 
use of the cash.

Texas hit 
by record 
rain, floods 


SOUTH CENTRAL U.S. 

At least 21 
people dead, 
others missing 
as rivers swell 

Many Texas cities remain in 
danger though a barrage of 
deadly thunderstorms has 
tapered, as officials warn 
about the possibility of more 
flooding from rain-swollen 
rivers. 

The storms and floods in 
Texas and Oklahoma this week 
have left at least 21 people 
dead and at least 10 others 
missing. 

In suburban Houston, the 
rains have pushed the San Ja¬ 


cinto River above flood stage, 
and its waters were expected 
to cover streets in subdivisions 
along the west fork of the riv¬ 
er, possibly stranding people 
in their homes for days if they 
don’t leave. 

This has been the wettest 
month on record for Texas, 
even with several days left. 
The state climatologist’s of¬ 
fice said Wednesday that Texas 
has gotten an average of 7.54 
inches (19.15 centimetres) of 
rain in May, breaking the old 
record of 6.66 inches (16.92 
centimetres), set in June 2004. 
While rain is in the forecast 
the next couple of days for 
many of the affected areas, 
the chances for showers are 
greater during the weekend.

Young bear spends 
day wandering city 


CASPER, WYOMING 

Exhausted 
yearling black 
bear captured 
for relocation 

After leading wildlife officials 
on a daylong chase through a 
Wyoming city, an exhausted 
young black bear fell asleep 
under a tree. 

“He was sleeping under an 
aspen tree just wiped out from 
his day’s adventures,” State 
Game and Fish spokeswoman 
Janet Milelc told the Casper 
Star-Tribune newspaper. 


“He was so sound asleep he 
didn’t move when we used the 
tranquilizer,” she said. 

Game wardens captured the 
bear around 6:45 p.m. Wed¬ 
nesday after authorities tried 
several times to corner it in 
Casper. It was initially spotted 
at 6:30 a.m. 

People watched from their 
back porches as the animal 
hopped fences, and police 
blocked off streets to allow 
wardens to track the animal. 

At some homes, officers 
joined residents on their porch¬ 
es and peered through binocu¬ 
lars in search of the bear. 

It’s not uncommon for 
young bears to wander through 


the Wyoming towns of Glen- 
roclc of Casper, especially in 
subdivisions close to Casper 
Mountain. 

Regional wildlife co-ordin¬ 
ator Justin Binfet says the bear 
probably came down from 
Casper Mountain. The bear 
will be released, wildlife of¬ 
ficials said. 

“The vast majority of the 
time, these are yearling bears 
that the mother forces out on 
their own,” Binfet said. 

“In these situations, it’s a 
scared little yearling black 
bear, and it wound up in an 
unfamiliar place. It’s more 
scared than anything.”

Kurds Inspired In 
fight against ISIL 


Group closing 
in on Tel 
Abyad, a hub 
for militants 


In contrast to the Iraqi army’s 
failures, Kurdish fighters in Syria 
are on the march against the 
Islamic State of Iraq and the Le¬ 
vant (ISIL), capturing towns and 
villages in an oil-rich swath of 
the country’s northeast under 
the cover of U.S.-led airstrikes. 

As the Kurds close in on Tel 
Abyad, a major commercial cen¬ 
tre on the Turkish border, their 
advance highlights the decisive 
importance of combining air- 
strikes with the presence of a 
cohesive and motivated ally on 
the ground — so clearly absent 
in Iraq. 

In Syria, a countiy now split 
mostly between al-Qaida-style 
militants and forces loyal to 
President Bashar Assad, the U.S. 
has found a reliable partner 
in the countiy’s main Kurdish 
fighting force, known as the 
YPG. They are moderate, mostly 
secular fighters, driven by revo¬ 


lutionary fervour and deep con¬ 
viction in their cause. 

Since the beginning of May, 
they have wrestled back more 
than 200 Kurdish and Christian 
towns in northeastern Syria, 
as well as strategic mountains 
seized earlier by ISIL. Along the 
way, they have picked up am¬ 
munition, weapons and vehicles 
left behind by extremists. 

The push has gotten them 
closer to Tel Abyad, a major av¬ 
enue for commerce for the ex¬ 
tremist group, through which 
it smuggles foreign fighters and 
sells black-market oil to help 
fund its conquests. The city is 
also a key link between Turkey 
and the northern Syrian city of 
Raqqa, ISIL’s de-facto capital in 
its self-declared caliphate. 

“The YPG doesn’t lack a will 
to fight, like soldiers in the Syr¬ 
ian army, or soldiers in the Iraqi 
army who mostly fight for a sal¬ 
ary,” said Wladimir van Wilgen- 
burg, a Middle East analyst at the 
Jamestown Foundation in Wash¬ 
ington. “The YPG is much more 
motivated than other forces in 
the region, and doesn’t lack 
cohesion and doesn’t have co¬ 
ordination problems.” 

“The YPG is quite ideological.

January 

The YPG liberated Kobani 
from ISIL militants and 
began a wide offensive in 
which they regained much 
of the territory they had 
lost. 

May 6 

The Kurdish fighters and 
their allies launched an of¬ 
fensive from the northeast¬ 
ern province of Hassekeh in 
less than three weeks, cap¬ 
turing the Aziz mountain 
along with 221 Kurdish and 
Christian villages that were 
held by ISIL. 

while the Syrian and Iraqi army 
aren’t veiy well motivated,” van 
Wilgenburg added. 

The Iraqi military has strug¬ 
gled to make gains after its hu¬ 
miliating defeats last year, when 
it virtually crumbled in the face 
of the militant onslaught in 
northern Iraq. Poor training, 
corruption and sectarian politics 
have all been cited as reasons 
for the military’s shortcomings.

Faulty airbags lead 
to a massive recall 


Mushroom pickers 
eyeing epic harvest

Transport Canada has released 
a detailed list of vehicles be¬ 
ing recalled in Canada due to 
faulty airbags made by Japan’s 
Talcata Corp., saying 1.2 million 
vehicles in this country are 
part of the worldwide recall. 

The list of vehicles was 
posted online and includes 
the Honda Civic, Accord, and 
CR-V, Chrysler products, includ¬ 
ing the Dodge Ram and the 
Chrysler 300, BMW sedans and 
the X5, and Ford’s Ranger and 
Mustang. The majority of the 
affected models are from the 
2001 to 2011 model years, al-

though more recent Ford Mus¬ 
tang models are also affected. 

The full list of the 1,242,111 
vehicles included in the ex¬ 
panded recall can be found on 
Ottawa’s HealthyCanadians.ca 
website, while a list of affected 
models in older recalls for the 
same issue can be found on 
Transport Canada’s website. 

The recall began in 2008 
over concerns that airbag in- 
flators can explode with too 
much force, spewing metal 
shrapnel into drivers or pas¬ 
sengers when deployed.

NORTHWEST TERRITORIES 

Record forest 
fires sparks 
hope of high 
morel yield 

Campgrounds are full and cars 
are lined up along a remote sec¬ 
tion of highway near Kakisa in 
the Northwest Territories, as 
residents and southern work¬ 
ers gather for what they hope 
will be a bumper harvest of 
a rare delicacy — the morel 
mushroom. 

The territorial government 
has been promoting the har¬ 
vest for months as a fleeting 
but lucrative opportunity in the 
bush, suggesting hundreds of 
dollars a day are there literally 
for the picking. Others warn 
it’s a risky venture. 

“There are no guarantees,” 
said John Colford of the 
N.W.T.’s Department of Indus¬ 
try, Trade and Investment. “But 
if the mushrooms do arrive, 
there are opportunities.” 

Rich, earthy-tasting morels, 
which pop out of soil burned 
over by forest fires the pre¬ 
vious season, are prized by 
chefs worldwide. The wrinkly, 
honeycombed fungi are widely 
picked across North America, 
but have only recently been 
harvested in the N.W.T. 

After a record 3.4 million 
hectares of the territory’s for¬ 
est burned in 2014, hopes are 


high for an epic yield. 

Handbooks passed out at 
information sessions suggest 
pickers have made anywhere 
from $200 to $1,000 a day. The 
territory said the total value 
of last year’s 40-day harvest 


was between $6 million and 
$10 million. 

This year could easily match 
that, said Colford. Prices in the 
field currently sit at around 
$16 a kilogram. 

The action is expected to 
start over the next week or 
so, starting in the south and 
heading north. 

The work is hot, dirty, buggy 
and swampy, said Dylan Gor¬ 
don, a University of Toronto an¬ 
thropologist who’s writing his 
thesis on wild food harvesters. 


“You do a lot of walking - 20, 
30 kilometres a day through 
the bush.” 

The money is uncertain. If 
there’s no rain, the mushrooms 
don’t show. If there’s too much, 
over supply depresses prices. 

Gordon estimates he made 
about $100 a day harvesting 
in 2012 — a poor year. 

But it’s not all about the 
money. Mushrooms can give 
northern families a chance to 
get out on the land together.

I read an article this week 
about a recent study that 
says pedalling backward in a 
cycle-fit class is “better exer¬ 
cise” than pedalhng forward. 
The news depressed me. That 
might not sound as depress¬ 
ing as some of the other stuff 
that’s going on in the world 
— like global warming or 
war or the fact that Josh Dug- 
gar from 19 Kids has “made 
some veiy bad mistakes” — 
but to me it was an exhaust¬ 
ing tidbit of information. 

I find most things that fol¬ 
low the phrase “according to 
a recent study” irritating, be¬ 
cause they often undermine 
something I thought I was 
doing right. Like, I take cycle- 
fit sometimes and, when I do, 


I pedal forward. While I used 
to pat myself on the back for 
trying to stay active, now I’ll 
be thinking, “Forward pedal¬ 
hng? Pfft. What a loser.” 

Sure, if I saw the headline 
“Study finds poutine to be 
high in calories,” I wouldn’t 
be mad. I never eat poutine 
and think, “Good for you, 
Rebecca!” (If I’m eating pou¬ 
tine, I’m probably too drunk 
to think — am I right, folks?!) 

But so many studies tell 
me that a good thing I’m do¬ 
ing could be better. It’s as if 
every headline I read is some¬ 
thing a passive-aggressive 
character would say in the 
movie Mean Girls: “Oh, you 
eat red apples? Cool. Green 
ones actually have fewer cal¬ 
ories.” 

I’m aware that studies are 
important and have led to 
such societal improvements 
as cures for diseases. We need 
studies, I totes get it. But also, 


like, shut up, you know? 

Because here’s the other 
thing about many study 
findings: Later studies prove 
them wrong. Take the other 
new study I read this week, 
which found eggs and butter 
aren’t that bad for us after 
all. This after years of “Butter 
will kill you. Egg yolks are 
bad. I’m going to irritate this 
waitress and order an egg- 
white omelette.” Reading the 
new study, I pictured egg and 
butter as a couple of wrongly 
convicted criminals, walking 
free from prison after being 
exonerated. Toast was there 
(he’s on probation) leaning 
up against a car, waiting to 
drive them straight into my 
stomach. 

I don’t know whether it’s 
that they’re doing more stud¬ 
ies today or that the Internet 
just likes to smear the stud¬ 
ies all over my eyeballs, but 
I wish there was an app that

could block them.

Being Catholic is like 
being American: an 
easy butt of jokes 


I don’t lack reasons to be 
embarrassed: shiny forehead, 
very loud voice, a sometimes 
uptight nature. 

Some days, I even have the 
bonus of being Catholic. It’s a 
bit like being an American — 
you’re an easy butt of jokes. 

The Vatican can’t go long 
without sparking controversy, 
and the pope (any pope) can’t 
go long without inflaming the 
global public. 

Such was the case this 
week. After Ireland legal¬ 
ized same-sex marriage in a 
historic referendum, a senior 
Vatican official said: “I think 
that you cannot just talk of a 
defeat for Christian principles 
but of a defeat for humanity.” 

How ridiculous, and 
(perhaps inevitably) aggrand¬ 
izing. A defeat for humanity is 
worsening climate change. A 
defeat for humanity is nuclear 
war. Even if you don’t support 
same-sex marriage (I do), 
allowing it doesn’t come with 
such dire consequences. 

That’s far from my first, or 
likely last, embarrassment. 

Last month, Pope Francis 
defended women’s rights, 
while completely ignoring the 
deeply ingrained patriarchy of 
the church. He’s also warned 
Catholics they don’t need to 
“breed like rabbits.” Thanks 
for the tip. 

And that’s not to mention 
the church’s horrific sexual 
abuse scandal or the corrup¬ 
tion and infighting revealed 
in the document dump 
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known as Vatilealcs. 

The Vatican can seem like 
it’s aging out of relevance, 
obsessed with old rules over 
modern reality. It seems like 
an echo from another centuiy. 

That’s why Pope Francis’ 
election felt liberating. He’s 
humble, focused more on 
poverty than abortion. 

He is a bit like President 
Barack Obama. Both lead¬ 
ers came in on the winds of 
change and replaced staunch 
right-wing leaders. 

Since both took office, 
their supporters have suf¬ 
fered disappointments. Yes, 
Pope Francis’s gay-friendly, 
pro-environment stance gives 
me hope. Yes, Obama passed 
universal health care. But 
change hasn’t been dra¬ 
matic or instant under either 
leader. Both also have many 
opponents within their own 
ranks. Obama doesn’t speak 
for all Americans. The Vatican 
doesn’t speak for all Catholics. 

Take Diarmuid Martin. 

The Archbishop of Dublin 
saw Ireland’s referendum as a 
criticism of Catholicism, not 
of humanity. 

“We have to stop and have 
a reality check, not move into 
denial of the realities,” he told 
media. 

They’re not a ringing 
endorsement of equality 
— Martin does not want 
the church’s definition of 
marriage changed — but his 
words are, at least, not embar¬ 
rassing.

People forget, 
but this isn’t 
director’s only

For years Cameron Crowe could 
do no wrong. As the screenwrit¬ 
er of Fast Times at Ridgemont 
High (based on his book of the 
same name) and director of Say 
Anything and Singles, he be¬ 
came what The New York Times 
called, “a cinematic spokes¬ 
man for the post-baby boom 
generation” 

His biggest hit, Jerry Maguire 
was a romantic comedy that 
gave Renee Zellweger a career, 
Cuba Gooding Jr. an Oscar and 
us the catchphrase, “Show me 
the money!” 

Then came his acknowledged 
masterpiece Almost Famous, the 
semi-autobiographical stoiy of 
a young music journalist on the 
road with a band at an age when 
most kids still had a curfew. 

He was a critical darling with 
box-office clout but then came 
a string of films that failed to 
connect with audiences. 

This weekend he’s back with 
Aloha, an “action romance” 
starring Bradley Cooper as a 
militaiy contractor stationed 
with the U.S. Space program 
in Honolulu who reconnects 
with a past love (Rachel McAd¬ 
ams) while developing feelings 


for a stern Air Force watchdog 
(Emma Stone). 

Pre-release, the film may be 


best known as the subject of a 
brutal Amy Pascal email. 

In the Sony hack, leaked cor¬ 


respondence from the former 
SPE co-chairman suggested she 
was not happy with the movie. 

“I don’t care how much I love 
the director and the actors,” she 
said, “it never, not even once, 
ever works.” 

Variety recently reported that 
the film has been recut since 
Pascal’s scathing review and 
quotes a current Sony executive 
as saying, “Is it Say Anything or 
Jerry Maguire? Probably not, but 


is it a really entertaining movie 
for an audience? Yes, it is.” 

Moviegoers will decide the 
fate of Aloha, but its release 
begs for a reassessment of 
Crowe’s recent, less success¬ 
ful films. 

A remake of the Spanish film 
Open Your Eyes, 2001’s Vanilla 
Sky starred three of Hollywood’s 
hottest stars of the moment, 
Tom Cruise, Cameron Diaz 
and Penelope Cruz in a dark 


thriller about a self-obsessed 
playboy whose life is turned 
upside down after reconstruct¬ 
ive surgeiy on his face. 

The surreal blend of romance 
and sci-fi threw critics off, but a 
another viewing a decade after 
its release reveals a daring mov¬ 
ie that examines regret, desire 
and mortality. 

An enjoyable darkly comic 
romance, Elizabethtown got 
trounced by critics (it currently 
sits at 28 per cent on Rotten To¬ 
matoes) but is a great showcase 
for star Kirsten Dunst. 

She is frequently good 
in films, but here she really 
steals this movie as the cute 
and kooky stewardess who has 
several unforgettable moments 
— when she tells Bloom (Or¬ 
lando Bloom) to stop trying to 
break up with her and her gig¬ 
gly reaction when Bloom asks 
her a personal question on the 
telephone. 

Without her performance the 
trip to Elizabethtown wouldn’t 
be nearly as much fun. 

Finally, We Bought a Zoo, 
the story of a widower who 
swallows his grief by buying a 
zoo and finding love, shouldn’t 
work. It’s too sentimental and 
manipulative by half, but luck¬ 
ily Matt Damon is there to 
ground the flighty stoiy. 

A postscript (and no, I’m 
not going to tell you what it 
is) that even Steven Spielberg 
would find schmaltzy, works 
because star Damon hits all 
the right notes and Crowe’s 
dialogue sings. A father-and- 
son argument is a showstopper 
and you’ll likely never use the 
word “whatever” again without 
thinking of this movie.

Dwayne “The Rock” Johnson 
recently received a letter 
from a big-name fan, and 
it’s been making him think 
back a lot to his childhood. 
“When I was 8 years old, I saw 
Raiders of the Lost Arlc in Charlotte, 
North Carolina. I walked out of there 
so inspired. I loved the movie and 
I knew I wanted to be that guy — 
charming, cool, kicks ass, cool with 
the ladies — but I had no connection 
to Hollywood. So to be sitting here 
today, I’m grateful and very happy,” 
Johnson says. 

“And I received a letter from that 
gentleman who directed Raiders of 
the Lost Ark.

Johnson is in the midst of pro¬ 
moting San Andreas, a Hollywood 
action flick in which he plays a Los 
Angeles Fire Department rescue pilot 
facing off against the biggest earth¬ 
quake in California history.

For Johnson, even when making a 
big, loud summer action spectacle, it’s 
important that the science is right. 
And even though U.S. Geological 
Survey seismologist Dr. Lucy Jones 
heavily criticized the film after be¬ 
ing invited by the studio to see it — 
“Bottom line: Don’t learn seismology 
from ‘San Andreas,”’ she tweeted — 
Johnson insists that as far as he knows 
everything on screen passes muster. 

“We had the best seismologists, 
top scientists and earthquake sci¬ 
entists from CalTech and USC pore 
over the script, challenge the script 
and then ultimately walk away from 
it saying, ‘This could happen. We 
hope it doesn’t, but it could hap¬ 
pen,”’ he insists. 

And, of course, serious earthquakes 
did recently occur on the other side 


of the world in Nepal. And that kind 
of front-and-centre current event can 
make turning natural disaster into 
big-screen entertainment a dicey 
prospect. 

“We made the movie knowing 
and understanding the content of it. 
These things happen,” Johnson says. 

“It was so unfortunate, incred¬ 
ibly unfortunate. Our prayers and 
thoughts continue to go out to every¬ 
body in Nepal and everybody who was 
affected by that. But, you know, the 
truth is you go into a project like this 
with everything you’ve got — your 
heart and your soul — and you just 
want to make a good movie.”

Besides being film luminaries, 
what do Marilyn Monroe, Greta 
Garbo and Elizabeth Taylor have 
in common? They all once lived 
at the Sunset Tower in West 
Hollywood. So, too, did John 
Wayne. He even kept a cow 
on his terrace so he could pro¬ 
vide guests with 


fresh milk. 

I was craving a taste of old 
Hollywood — both literally and 
figuratively — when I recently 
visited Los Angeles. So I called 
the art deco tower, now a hotel, 
home for two luxurious nights. 
If only those walls could talk. 

The walls of the Frolic Room, 
one decorated by the New York 
caricaturist A1 Hirschfeld, seem 
to whisper of the bar’s glory 
days from the 1930s. It eventu¬ 
ally morphed into “Hollywood’s 
best dive bar,” according to LA 
Weekly, and “one of the only 
places (screenwriter Charles) 
Bulcowski obsessives agree that 
he actually haunted.” 

Longtime bartender Gita Bull, 
who probably served Bulcow- 
slci himself, served me my $6 
drink. Rumour has it that she 


brings in egg salad sandwiches 
from home for those that might 
need to line their stomachs. As 
James Brown played, about a 
dozen locals drank their pints 
and sipped their Jack. 

Just down the street on Holly¬ 
wood Boulevard, in front of John 
Bariymore’s star, is Hollywood’s 
oldest restaurant Musso & Frank 
Grill, where the servers wear 
red jackets with black lapels 
and bow ties. I sat at the bar 
in order to watch chef Indolfo, 
who has been manning the char¬ 
coal grill for 31 years. What I 
couldn’t see was a kitchen chit. 
When Indolfo swung by to ask 
how my steak was (perfect), I 
asked him how he kept all the 
orders straight. “It’s all up here,” 
he said, pointing to his head.

Reuben for breakfast? Nobody 
at Canter’s Deli on North Fair¬ 
fax. The art deco room looks 
cinematic; no wonder it’s fea¬ 
tured in movies and TV.

But you don’t have to be 
a regular for the staff to call you 
“honey.” I overheard my server 
telling a patron about some of 
the notables who’d visited — 
Diana Ross, President Obama.

Right before I checked out of 
the Sunset Tower, I took one last 
peek into the Tower Bar, where 
Hollywood’s most illustrious 
movers and shakers come to 
unwind, thanks in large part to 
the no-photo policy. Hotel am¬ 
bassador Tim Cunningham had 
earlier walked me through the 
space, which was Bugsy Siegel’s 


old apartment, and pointed out 
the photographs of long-gone 
vaudevillians that line the walls. 
Most had never really made it. 
But in a way, Cunningham said, 
considering who sits in this 
room night after night, they 
finally had.

Big Bird is, arguably, one of 
the best-known characters on 
the planet but how much do 
we really know about him? 
We know he’s yellow, eight 
feet two inches tall, and lives 
in a large nest behind 123 
Sesame Street — but the rest 
is murky. 

A new documentary, I Am 
Big Bird, exposes Caroll Spin¬ 
ney, the man who has spent 
45 years beneath the Mup- 
pet’s felt and feathers and 
knows the bird better than 
anyone. Spinney is Big Bird 
and Big Bird is Spinney. 

Muppet mastermind 
Jim Henson created Big 
Bird, but Spinney says, “I 
was given a lot of freedom 
to create the kind of guy he 
is. He’s a person like I was 
as a kid, except he doesn’t 
get pushed around as much. 

“I was the smallest boy 
in my class so there is a lot 
of satisfaction playing the 
largest character who’s ever 
been on television. 

“To be loved like a little 
child but be eight-feet-two, 
what a strange accomplish¬ 
ment.” 

j Caroll’s relationship 
with Big Bird lasted 
longer than his first mar¬ 
riage, which blew up because 
his then-wife was “embar¬ 
rassed” by his career choice, 


but Spinney calls his job “a 
dream come true. 

“From the moment I first 
became aware of television 
I knew I wanted to be on 
TV regularly for children. So 
many of the things that have 
happened for me have been 
things I dreamed of doing.” 

As for retiring? 

“I can’t imagine it,” he 
says. “It keeps me young.” 

Underneath Big Bird’s 
feathers is a device 
called “an electric bra” 
strapped to Spinney’s chest 
so he can see what’s hap¬ 
pening outside the feathers. 

“We call it that just as a 
joke,” says Spinney. 

“It’s really a TV monitor, 
a tiny little television set. 
We have a new one now, an 
LED monitor and it is too 
big. It takes up room and it 
is robbing me of space for 
the scripts inside.” 

Caroll is President 
Obama’s ninth cousin, 
but Big Bird isn’t political 
in the least. 

“Big Bird, I’m told by the 
owners of him, does not have 
political opinions. I thought 
of an idea that would get 
around that problem if some¬ 
one (ever asked about it). ‘I 
don’t know who that is,’ he 
says in Big’s voice. ‘I thought 
we had a king.’ In most fairy 
tales, lands are run by kings 
or queens.” 

NASA invited Big Bird 
to be a passenger on the 
doomed Space Shuttle Chal¬ 
lenger to get kids interested 
in the space program. 

“I said, ‘Yes, I’d love to 
go.’ About a month later 
they found out there was 
no place on the craft to put 
Big Bird. I realized it would 
be dangerous, but who could 
picture what actually hap¬ 
pened?”

Airline cites 
safety concerns 
in removal of 
pregnant mom 

Walk Off the Earth singer Sarah 
Blackwood says she wants com¬ 
pensation and an apology after 
being kicked off a United Air¬ 
lines flight because her young 
child was being fussy. 

The Burlington, Ont.-based 
musician, who is seven months 
pregnant, said it happened 
while she and her nearly two- 
year-old son were on a United 
plane operated by regional car¬ 
rier SkyWest Airlines on Wed¬ 
nesday. 

They were on the tarmac 
to fly from San Francisco to 
Vancouver. Her son is still con¬ 
sidered an infant by the air¬ 
line’s standards and therefore 


was able to sit in her lap free 
of charge. 

Before leaving the gate, her 
son was tired and was “ciying 
really loud and squirming,” 
said Blackwood. 

That’s when a flight attend¬ 
ant told her: “You have to con¬ 
trol your child.” 

“The only thing I can do to 
stop him from moving around 
is hold him with my arms, 
which was what I was doing,” 
Blackwood said in a telephone 
interview on Thursday. 

“I said, ‘OK, yeah, absolute¬ 
ly.’ ... I would never refuse to 
do anything on an airplane,” 
she added, noting she’s on tour 
with the band and frequently 
flies to perform. 

“I don’t want to cause a 
scene, ever, it just makes my 
life harder.” 

Blackwood said she was in 
a window seat and apologized 
to the man sitting beside her. 

“The flight attendant came

back up to me again and told 
me that if I couldn’t control 
my child, they would ask me 
to leave the plane,” she said. 

“I didn’t really know what 
she meant by ‘control my 
child.’ I mean, he’s not an ani¬ 
mal, you can’t sedate children. 

“I had him in my lap and he 
was screaming, he was loud, 
but I had him in my lap and I 
was holding on to him.” 

Blackwood said her son cried 
for about seven minutes and 
fell asleep as they were taxi¬ 


ing on the runway. But before 
takeoff, the plane returned to 
the gate. 

Blackwood said when they 
got to the gate, an airline rep¬ 
resentative asked her to leave 
the flight. 

“At this point I was in tears 
but I just said, ‘OK’,” she said. 

SkyWest said the airline 
made the decision to remove 
Blackwood and her child 
from the flight “based solely 
on safety concerns.” the Can¬ 
adian PRESS 


CRIMINAL CASES 

Lilo finally boots 
probation to the curb 


For the first time in nearly 
eight years, Lindsay Lohan is 
not on probation. 

Los Angeles Superior Court 
Judge Mark Young on Thursday 
ended Lohan’s probation in a 
reckless driving case, closing 
the last of a series of L.A. 
criminal cases that have 
dogged the actress for 
years. 

Young said he re¬ 
viewed community 
service logs and 
determined Lohan, 

28, completed 
her sentence. He 
praised Lohan’s 
attorney, Shawn 
Holley, telling 
her she did 
an excellent 
job getting 
the actress to 
complete the 
hours in recent 
weeks. 

Unlike many 
previous pro¬ 
ceedings in her 
criminal cases, 

Lohan was not 
present for 
the hearing. 


Resolving the reckless driv¬ 
ing case was not without its 
hiccups — Lohan missed a 
deadline last year to complete 
her community service, and 
a prosecutor criticized her ef¬ 
forts, noting she was given 
credit for meeting fans of 
a London stage play and 
other questionable ac¬ 
tivities. A judge earlier 
this year ordered Lo¬ 
han to redo 125 hours 
of service. 

Over the years, the 
actress was briefly jailed 
five times and sentenced 
to rehab for a variety 
of violations ranging 
from failing to per¬ 
form her com¬ 
munity service 
to skipping 
counselling 
sessions. 

Since 
2007, Lohan 
was convicted 
hree cases — a 
drunken driving and 
drug case, a theft case filed 
over a stolen necklace, and 
a reckless driving case.

Up For Mental 
Illness is a new 
Initiative 

When Demi Lovato was diag¬ 
nosed with bipolar disorder, 
she was actually relieved. 

“Growing up, I felt very, 
very depressed,” she said. 
“Even though I was playing 
concerts and living out my 
dream, I couldn’t tell you why 
I was upset.” 

After a family interven¬ 
tion, she sought treatment 
and learned she had a men¬ 
tal illness. 

“I remember smiling and 
thinking great, ‘OK, so there’s 
not anything wrong with me 
as a person,”’ she said in a re¬ 
cent interview. “It’s actually 
just a condition that I have 
and I can do something to 
fix it. I don’t have to be like 
this forever.” 

Lovato is sharing her story 
and encouraging others 
to do the same through 
Be Vocal: Speak Up For 
Mental Health, an initiative 
launched Thursday 
by a pharmaceutical 
company, the 
National Alliance 
on Mental Illness 
and other mental- 
health advocacy 
groups. Its aim is to 
improve treatment 
options at all 
levels and erase 
the stigma around 
mental illnesses. 

“It’s not some¬ 
thing that anyone 
should be ashamed 
of,” Lovato said. 

“The more people 
talk about it, the 
more people can 
come out and get 
the help they 
need.” 

Be Vocal is 
as much about 
sufferers voi¬ 
cing their treat¬ 
ment needs as 
it is about families and 
communities speaking up for 
better resources to meet those 
needs, she said. 

Lovato’s improved mental 
state is reflected in her work. 

“I’d say my music is a lot 
happier now!” she said with 
a laugh. 


The 23-year-old entertainer 
said she’s recording a new al¬ 
bum, which she plans to re¬ 
lease on Safehouse Records, 
the new label that she and 
partners Nick Jonas and her 
manager, Phil McIntyre, an¬ 
nounced earlier this week. 

And she’ll continue to ad¬ 
vocate for mental health, to 
make depression and other 
mental illnesses as easy to 
discuss as diabetes or the flu. 

“I didn’t understand why 
I was going through what I 
was when I was dealing with 
all of this, and I realized I 
could share my stoiy and help 
others,” she said. “If that’s my 
purpose for being on Earth, 
than that’s what I want to do. 

“There’s so much more to 
life than just singing.”

What's in a name? From Colombian 
coffee to French Roquefort, food 
origins get new protection afp 


Mexican Tequila, Italian Parmi- 
giano and French Roquefort — 
celebrated food products like 
these rooted in their geograph¬ 
ical origin will now have more 
protection from international 
rivals trying to sell knockoff 
goods using similar names. 

Following six years of arduous 
negotiations, representatives of 
28 countries have approved 
changes that reinforce the 
original Lisbon Agreement on 


protecting 

goods produced 

and sold using appellations of 

origin or other geographical 

indication of their provenance. 

According to the World Intel¬ 
lectual Property Organization 
that convened the recent con¬ 
ference in Geneva, geograph¬ 
ical indications are granted to 
products that have “a precise 
geographic origin and possess 


certain qualities, notoriety 
or characteristics associated 
with its region of origin.” 

The new rules recognize 
those characteristics, and pre¬ 
vent the marketing of Colom¬ 
bian coffee, Champagne or Moz¬ 
zarella unless those goods issue 
from the locations in which 
they have been traditionally 
produced. 

Globally, more than 4,000 
food specialities benefit from

the geographical indication 
(GI), which is designed to pre¬ 
serve the methods, skills and 
regional specifications of pro¬ 
ducing such goods. 

Italy has the most geograph¬ 
ical indications, with 269 pro¬ 
tected food products and 523 
wines. France counts more than 
600 GIs — nearly two-thirds of 
them for wines like Bordeaux 
and others for cheeses like Brie 
and Camembert. 

Paris hailed the new meas¬ 
ures known as the Geneva Act 
as “true international recogni¬ 
tion” and “major progress for 
the development of geograph¬ 
ical indications,” the agriculture 
and trade ministries said in a 
statement. 

'An ongoing trend’ 

Ramon Gonzalez Figueroa, 
president of oriGIn, a non-gov¬ 
ernmental organization that 
works to protect geographical 
indications, said in a statement 
that the new measures to re¬ 
inforce GI safeguards reflect 
“an ongoing trend in national 
legislations increasingly provid¬ 
ing such level of protections.” 

“By providing adequate legal 
means to fight against GIs mis¬ 
appropriations, the Geneva Act 
will improve legal certainty 
and predictability for produ¬ 
cers and consumers of origin 
goods around the world,” said 



Figueroa, 
who is also 
the director 
general of the 
Tequila Regula- 
toiy Council. 

According to 
oriGIn, the agree 
ment represents 
major progress 
for producers 
and consum¬ 
ers, because 
it “provides 
sufficient ju¬ 
dicial means 
to fight” manu¬ 
facturers of goods 
expropriating origin-con- 
trolled names to market fake 
goods like Parmigiano and 
Gouda cheeses, or Bayonne 
ham. 

France’s agriculture ministiy 
also applauded the reinforce¬ 
ment of geographical indication 
as a positive step for transatlan¬ 
tic trade. 

“This puts us in a strong pos¬ 
ition to sell and defend our 
agricultural model,” said a min¬ 
istiy source in Paris, which has 
long sought to take the touchy 
topic of geographical indica¬ 
tion of traditional products off 
the negotiating table in trade 
talks — particularly with the 
United States. 

Pursuing that objective is 
not only Europe’s prerogative, 


French of- 
ficials have 
argued, since Paris 
has already made mutual 
GI agreements with countries 
such as South Korea, Peru, Co¬ 
lombia and Canada, but nations 
like Russia and Australia are 
similarly interested in reach¬ 
ing accords. 

The Geneva Act seeks to 
enshrine those agreements at 
an international level, offer¬ 
ing what the ministiy source 
described as protection from 
the encroachment of agrobusi¬ 
nesses with a large global reach 
marketing rootless products. 

“The American daily lobby 
would love to see the adoption 
of a generic term for Parmesan 
or mozzarella” to boost sub¬ 
stitute industries looking to 
take part of the market share 
of traditional appellation of 
origin goods, the source said.

Idaho’s Weiser River Trail 


UNITED STATES 

Small towns, 
apple trees, 
and pastures 
await cyclists 

No matter how speedily things 
are moving in the outside 
world, the pace is slow and 
steady on central Idaho’s Wei¬ 
ser River Trail, a converted rail 
bed in one of this state’s most 
beautiful areas. 

The trail takes travellers 
through forest, orchards, 
ranchland, and then, in the 
southern portion, through 
spectacular sagebrush canyons 
with black lava cliffs. 

Visitors can cycle along 
the trail, starting at the up¬ 
per end, about 600 vertical 
metres above the endpoint in 
Weiser. (Heading in the other 
direction would be an uphill 
journey.) 

The Pacific & Idaho North¬ 
ern railroad company, or P&IN, 
blazed the trail through the 
landscape around the turn of 
the 19th century, reaching the 
small town of Council in 1901, 
according to a recent histoiy of 
the area by Dale Fisk, the editor 
of the local Adams County Re¬ 
cord newspaper. 

The railroad was built to 
take travellers be¬ 
tween the city of 
Boise and the small 
towns of Weiser, 

Midvale, Council 
and Cambridge. 

It carried Gold 
Rush fortune-hunt¬ 
ers up to the moun¬ 
tains, and brought 
copper ore from 
the mountain’s 
mines back to the PRESS 
city. 

Things are a little quieter 
on the trail these days. Union 
Pacific deeded the right-of- 
way to the non-profit group

Friends of the Wei¬ 
ser River Trail in 
August 1997, and 
the Friends have 
worked hard to 
maintain the rail 
bed for runners, 
walkers, hunters 
and bikers. 

The upper end 
of the trail starts 
off on an un¬ 
marked dirt road 
just off Highway 95 near the 
small town of New Meadows. 
It quickly enters the woods, 
passing over streams on ex¬ 


quisite trestle bridges that have 
been remade for bicyclists. The 
trail passes by the Tamarack 
Lumber Mill and its colossal 
log yard before heading away 
from the road. 

Riding the Weiser River Trail 
is serene, but it isn’t easy. The 
Friends group uses a mechan¬ 
ical roller to flatten the ter¬ 
rain, but they can’t pave it; 
not only do they not have the 
money, but some of their most 
fervent supporters ride horses 
on it. So for bikers, the terrain 
is packed dirt, soft enough to 
slow progress, and is occasion¬ 


ally studded with rocks. Cattle 
gates cause frequent stops. 

But the beauty and surprises 
of travelling so far from roads 
more than make up for the 
labour of riding the bumps. 
Around Fruitvale, overloaded 
apple trees lined the trail. A 
local man who was collecting 
apples said the trees were from 
Fruitvale’s days as a minor or¬ 
chard area. 

The trail also passes un¬ 
expectedly through a tidy 
water-bottling operation 
housed in stone buildings 
owned by Whole Foods, the 


groceiy store chain. 

The enticing thing about the 
trail is it travels to places few 
people ever get to see, through 
river valleys that look almost 
untouched by humans, through 
cattle pastures where the ani¬ 
mals and green trees appear 
recently washed by the rain. 
It also runs deep into Owyhee 
canyonlands, where birds of 
prey, elk, mule deer and bear 
shelter. 

If you have time to stop and 
fish the Weiser for awhile, all 
the better.

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A chance to connect 
with local producers 


After another long, cold winter, a welcome 
sign of summer is finally here — farmers’ 
markets are in full swing across the coun¬ 
try, offering Canadian shoppers the chance 
to enjoy both fresh, locally grown products 
and help out the economy. 

With the demand for local products on 
the rise in recent years. Farmers’ Markets 
Canada (FMC) commissioned a national 
study in 2008 to measure the importance 
of these markets to both the economy and 
Canadian consumers. 

The economic impact is clear — farmers’ 
markets inject more than $3 billion into 
the Canadian economy annually, and each 
vendor also creates an average of one to five 
jobs. 

Jantine Van Kregten, communications 
director of Ottawa Tourism, says shopping 
local just makes sense. 

“It keeps that money circulating to the 
benefit of all and it helps to keep farming a 
viable option for young people,” she says. 

Economic benefits aside, there are also the 
immediate benefits you get to enjoy when 
shopping at a local farmers’ market — the 
enhanced freshness of just-picked products, 
the ability to meet your neighbours and 
share ideas or suggestions with the people 
who grow and raise the food you eat. 

“There can sometimes be a disconnect 
between consumers and knowing where 
their food comes from,” says Stephanie 
Szalcacs-St. Louis, the executive director 
of Edmonton’s Old Strathcona Farmers’ 
Market. “I think the thing that really makes 
farmers’ markets unique is that custom¬ 
ers get to meet the person who created the 
product they’re about to enjoy. 

“At farmers’ markets, you can ask the 
farmer about their processes and find out 
what your food is really made of. Plus, the 
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food is fresher because it travels a short 
distance and isn’t kept in a warehouse.”

Every year for nearly the last quarter cen¬ 
tury, environmental leaders from across the 
province gather to recognize and celebrate 
outstanding projects in environmental stew¬ 
ardship at the Emerald Awards. This year’s 
celebration, the 24th, will be presented June 4 
at the Citadel Theatre in Edmonton. 

“The Emerald Awards aim to be the 
catalyst to raise the expectations and per¬ 
formance of environmental stewardship,” 
says Gregory Caswell, communication and 
outreach manager the at Alberta Emerald 
Foundation. “People across Alberta feel 
passionate about the need to balance the 
development of our province’s rich resour¬ 
ces with careful stewardship of the environ¬ 
ment and, every year, Albertans celebrate 


that balance with the Emerald Awards.” 

From small entrepreneurs to big energy pro¬ 
ducers, the Alberta Emerald Awards recognize 
and applaud dozens of environmental leaders, 
showcasing projects that demonstrate en¬ 
vironmental excellence and set an example for 
everyone across the province. The outstanding 
environmental initiatives are undertaken by 


individuals, not-for-profit associations, large 
and small corporations, community groups, 
and governments from across Alberta. 

Individuals and organizations are encour¬ 
aged to consider entering their projects that 
may seem everyday to them but could be 
extraordinary to someone else.

mental practice that seems commonplace to 
them, but it’s likely that their hard work and 
dedication could inspire others,” Caswell says.

ON THE ROAD TO PROTECTING WILDLIFE 


The single largest threat to biodiversity in 
urban areas is habitat loss and fragmentation. 
As tracks of habitat are converted into smaller 
more isolated remnants, it becomes even more 
important to maintain functioning ecological 
connections between patches. 

In 2007, after extensive community en¬ 
gagement, the City of Edmonton decided to 
develop a connected system of natural areas 
to form a functioning ecological network that 
would accommodate biodiversity and build on 
the work to protect the North Saskatchewan 


River Valley and extensive ravines throughout 
the city. 

To accomplish this goal, the city developed 
a tool called the Wildlife Passage Engineering 
Design Guidelines to “help our ecologists and 
engineers plan and design passages for wild¬ 
life, where our road network and ecological 
network intersect,” says Grant Pearsell, 
Edmonton’s director, parks + biodiversity, 
urban planning and environment, sustain¬ 
able development. 

“We now have 27 wildlife passages either 


constructed, under construction, or in the 
design. These passages range in size from 
improvements to the roadway design where 
animals can pass across quiet roads to much 
larger projects where bridges have been 
designed to accommodate moose passage 
underneath.” 

And while Edmonton’s population has in¬ 
creased by 160,000 since 2007, collisions with 
wildlife have decreased by 51 per cent. 

It means a lot to be selected as a finalist for 
the Emerald Awards as it acknowledges the ef¬ 


forts the city has put into the project, Pearsell 
says. “Without these awards, the dedicated 
work by our environmental professionals 
might not be noticed. Being a finalist also 
showcases the work that the City of Edmon¬ 
ton is doing to show dedication to be better 
environmental stewards for our community.” 

Celebrating environmental achievements 
with the Emerald Awards helps showcase 
what is possible, he says. “There is a lot of 
excellent environmental work completed 
that no one hears about.”

With the Alberta Aquatic Invasive Species 
(AIS) Program, the province has stepped up 
its efforts to protect lakes and other water 
bodies from being invaded by species like 
zebra and quagga mussels. And in the last 
two years, the province has become a leader 
in preventing these harmful aquatic invasive 
species. 

“We’ve managed to mobilize with very few 
dedicated resources and gain huge momen¬ 
tum and support,” says Kate Wilson, aquatic 
invasive species specialist with Alberta’s 
Environment and Sustainable Resource De¬ 
velopment (ERSD). 

“This year we opened 12 watercraft inspec¬ 
tions and passed legislation to provide for a 
more robust program.” 

The AIS program has also held an aquatic 
invasive species summit with people from 
all over the world, monitored more than 
70 water bodies for invasive mussels and 
launched a “clean, drain, dry your boat” cam¬ 
paign. The program has received “a massive 
amount” of public support, Wilson says. 

“We are capitalizing on an opportunity 
to prevent harmful aquatic invasive species 
that threaten our environment, economy, 
and communities before it’s too late,” Wilson 
says. “This is one of the greatest threats to 
freshwater resources.” 

While it’s led by ESRD, the program is only 
made possible with the co-operation and 


collaboration of government departments 
and external partners. These include justice 
and solicitor general, agriculture and rural 
development, the Alberta Environmental 
Monitoring, Evaluation and Reporting 
Agency (AEMERA), the Alberta Irrigation 


Projects Association, Alberta Invasive Species 
Council, Alberta Lake Management Soci¬ 
ety, Alberta Summer Villages Association, 
WPACs, stewardship groups, and others. 

“Being a finalist for the award is an hon¬ 
our and a testament to the power of partner¬ 


ships,” Wilson says. “I think award programs 
like this are an outstanding way to recognize 
groups, projects and achievements that are 
innovative, collaborative, and go above and 
beyond. People need more good news stories 
— they are out there.” 



Network connects 


people and nature 


When it started in 2002, the Camrose 
Wildlife and Stewardship Society (CWSS), a 
volunteer-based organization, wanted to raise 
awareness about green space stewardship 
through community-based, weekly summer 
interpretive events and speakers. 

Then CWSS started adding high-profile 
stewardship activities, research projects, and 
an annual wildlife festival. 

In 2014, the project graduated from aware¬ 
ness to action when the City of Camrose 
adopted a municipal green space master 
plan. The document will help integrate 
environmental responsibility into the city’s 
operations and guide the allocation and 
development of parks in Camrose. CWSS 
helps deliver the Wildlife and Greenspace 
Stewardship Project, a green space network 
that enhances community values and quality 
of life for people who live in Camrose. 

The CWSS demonstrates how a grassroots 
organization can help local governments 


achieve a vision of creating unique, desirable, 
and sustainable communities. 

“Both ecological and social research 
grounded this project since its inception,” 
says Glen Hvenegaard, a professor of en¬ 
vironmental science and geography at the 
University of Alberta, Augustana campus in 
Camrose. 

For example, promoting enhanced manage¬ 
ment of green space and all wildlife species, 
especially its flagship species, the purple 
martin population has grown twentyfold 
since 2002. 

“For purple martin conservation, data 
loggers were attached to locally-reared birds, 
allowing us to identify migration and win¬ 
tering areas,” Hvenegaard says. 

Adding the technical component increased 
the project’s profile, increased civic pride and 
political support for further local action. 

Being a finalist for the Emerald Awards is 
“a pat on the back for the hard work to con¬

nect people and nature,” Hvenegaard says. 
“People working on these kinds of projects 
need to receive positive feedback about their 
actions.” 

He says it’s important to celebrate environ¬ 


mental achievements because it provides 
examples of activities across the province for 
others to learn about and implement in their 
own communities.

Canada Soccer will vote 
against Blatter 

Canada will not vote for 
beleaguered incumbent 
Sepp Blatter in Friday's 
presidential vote at the 
FIFA Congress. 

Victor Montagliani, 
president of the Canadian 
Soccer Association, says 
Canada will cast its ballot 
for the only other candi¬ 
date — Prince Ali bin al- 
Hussein of Jordan. 

Montagliani says Canada 
cannot support the current 
political leadership of FIFA. 

"The organization needs 
a definite change, a re¬ 
fresh," Montagliani told The 
Canadian Press from Zur¬ 
ich. "And I think we need to 
govern the game in a bet¬ 
ter way. 

"And this is also a com¬ 
ment to the FIFA Execu¬ 
tive Committee. It's not 
just about one person. 

The game deserves better. 
Period." 

Montagliani said the de¬ 
cision not to support Blat¬ 
ter was finalized at a Can¬ 
adian Soccer Association 
board meeting Thursday.

Ducks-Hawks 
to settle score 
on Game 7 
weekend 

Someday the Anaheim Ducks 
and the Chicago Blackhawks 
will relish the stories they’ll 
be able to tell about playing in 
a post-season series as good as 
these Western Conference finals. 

Not just now, though. They’ve 
still got to determine whether 
this tale has a happy ending or 
a brutal punchline. 

Two weeks of extraordin¬ 
arily high-level hockey con¬ 
clude Saturday night at Honda 
Center when the Ducks and 
the Blackhawks play Game 7 
for the Campbell Bowl and a 
trip to the Stanley Cup final. 
They’ve traded victories for six 
tense games across the past two 
weeks, playing six overtime per¬ 
iods and four one-goal games. 

Both teams used Thursday for 
travel and mental preparation 
for the big finish after Chicago 
staved off elimination with a 5-2 
victoiy in Game 6. 

The teams also did a bit of 
reflection on what’s shaping up 
as a conference final as mem¬ 
orable as Chicago’s seven-game 
epic with the Los Angeles Kings 
last spring. 

“It’s for sure the most ex¬ 
citing series I’ve ever been a 
part of personally,” said Ducks 
defenceman Francois Beauche- 
min, a Stanley Cup champion 
with 96 games of NHL playoff 
experience. 

The games have mostly been 


close, but they’ve also been ex¬ 
tremely well-played. Anaheim’s 
deep, balanced lineup has wres¬ 
tled Chicago’s star-powered 
roster to a virtual stalemate 
through six games, with the 
Blackhawks winning two of the 
three overtime contests to avoid 
large series deficits. 

“We play for these big 
games,” said Chicago forward 
Marcus Kruger, whose goal end¬ 
ed Game 2 in triple overtime. 
“You never get tired of hockey. 
That’s what everyone plays for.” 

It’s been a spellbinding spec¬ 


tacle for fans and players alike, 
particularly in those overtime 
thrillers — even if the coaches 
aren’t having quite the same 
experience. 

“I can’t feel it, quite frankly,” 
Anaheim coach Bruce Boudreau 
said. “I’ve asked people, ‘Is this 
a good series? Is it entertain¬ 
ing?’ You’re caught up in the 
moment of winning and losing. 
People say it’s unbelievable, but 
we look at it as a little different 
right now. It might be some¬ 
thing you appreciate one way 
or another in six months or in 


the future.” 

The Ducks might feel a bit 
more pressure than the Black¬ 
hawks on home ice, and not just 
because they controlled long 
stretches of the series and got 
painfully close to finishing it in 
those overtime games. 

They also have a daunting bit 
of recent histoiy to overcome: 
The Ducks have blown a 3-2 
series lead and lost a Game 7 at 
home in each of the past two 
post-seasons, and they’re one 
loss from doing it again.

Directions
